The petition does not have suf­ 
ficient signatures to qualify as a 
remonstrance petition, w h i c h 
would delay the merger to per-; 
mit an election in the two dis­ 
tricts on the propel a1, authorities 
said. 
A remonstrance petition w’ould 
require signatures of 35 per cent 
of the voters in the two districts, 
and Johnson says the petition he 
has offered includes about IO per 
cent. 
However, he says the petition 
represents 98 per cent of th e 
Franklin voters. 
The merger was authorized by 
the County Board of Education 
Aug. 15, and was to take place; 
following a 30-day period in which 
a remonstrance petition could be 
filed.

Linked I o Regard For Clinid 


Considerate regard for the in-! 
dividual characteristics of a child 
is the first essential for family 
harmony, Dr. Herschel A. Rubin 
told fellow members of Rotan 
Club Tuesday. 


Speaking on “Togetherness” at 
the clubs noon meeting in the 
I ravelers Hotel, the optometrist 
asserted that perhaps families be­ 
come too concerned over the lack 
of constant “harmony” in social 
life. 


In these days of larger fam­ 
ilies, there are too many levels 
of development to bring about a 
uniformity of interests,” Rubm 
declared. 


“Isn t it better to study the lev­ 
els of child development careful­ 
ly, and plan any activities to con­ 
form to this study — rather than 
to expect all members of a fam­ 
ily to enjoy being together at all 
times?” he asked. 
Rubin said conclusions based 
on studies made bv the Resell In­ 
stitute of Child Development in­ 
dicate that a child adjusts to fam­ 
ily life steadily from birth through 
the late teens. 
As the adjustments progress 
with each year of growth, the 
role of the parents in providing 
guidance and discipline m u s t 
fluctuate accordingly, Rubin said. 
Pointing out that the family unit 
is a “complex institution.” Ru­ 
bin said that "it needs more plan­ 
ning and deliberate self-apprais- 
al than it ordinarily receives.” 
"This is particularly true when 
the household has to reckon not 
only with children, but with un­ 
cles, aunts, grandmothers a n d 
'grandfathers,” he said 


“The child’s developing image 
of family life is chiefly the out­ 
growth of the experiences which 
he undergoes in his own home 
circle ” Rubm pointed out. 


He added: “ If harmony p r e- 
vails, it will help to integrate his 
orientation and to direct his af­ 
fections. On the other hand, pool 
adjustment between husband and 
wife has far-reaching effects upon 
the emotional life of perceptive 
children,” he concluded. 


Rubin was introduced by Dr. 
R. Jay Kinsey, president, w h o 
presided.

Speaking on ‘ Togetherness” at 
the club s noon meeting in the 
Travelers Hotel, the optometristj 
asserted that perhaps families be­ 
come too concerned over the lack; 
of constant ‘ harmony” in social 
life. 


In these days of larger fam 
Hies. there are too many levels 
of development to bring about a 
uniformity of interests,” Rubm 
declared, 


•isn 't it better to study the lev­ 
els of child development careful * 
Iv. and plan any activities to con­ 
form to this study - rather than I 
to expect all members of a fam­ 
ily to enjoy being together at all 
tim es?” he asked.

WASHINGTON (A P)-A strong 
possibility arose today that the 
Pentagon may reverse itself to 
recommend 
buying 
more 
B52 
bombers and push development of 
the 2,000 m p.h B70 bomber. 
Final decision will be up to 
President Kennedy, acting on any 
recommendation Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert S. McNamara might 
make. 
The matter is under study, the 
Pentagon said in response to a 
query from a reporter who noted 
that almost a month has passed 
since Kennedy signed the $46,662,- 
556.000-defense appropriation bill 
Since the bill took effect Aug 
IR, there has been no word on 
what would be done with the 
nearly $700 million Congress add­ 
ed on for more long-range bomb­ 
ers, which the administration said 
were needed, and for accelerated 
development of the B70, which the 
administration sought to cut back. 
Air Force officials said they 
were optimistic that McNamara 
would change his opposition to 
spending more millions for these 
purposes.

Area Vegetable Supplies Hit Peak

Area vegetable counters a r e ! 
overflowing with locally - grown 
fresh vegetables according to Ri 
chard Skinner, marketing agent 
with the Co-operative Extension 
Service in Canfield. 


Other fresh vegetables in good 
supply 
are 
potatoes, 
peppers, 
squash and cucumbers. S w e e t 
com still is available at very eco­ 
nomical prices. Supplies will de­ 
crease rapidly after this week. IC 
you are planning on freeing com! 
and have not yet done so. you 
should within the week. he said 
Buy com that is displayed in a 
cool place and preferably com 
that has been iced or held under 
refrigeration. The kernels should 
be well-filled, bright, plump and: 
milky — yet firm enough to resist i 
light pressure. If the husks are 
on, they should be fresh a n d 
green. Both immature and over 
m ature com lacks sweetness and 
flavor. 


TOMATO CANNING season is 
finally with us. Tomatoes will be 
quite plentiful until the first frost 
A bushel of tomatoes will make 
15 to 20 quarts when canned. You 
also may want to consider mak­ 
ing juice or canning tomatoes. 
If you buy a quantity of toma­ 


toes, you will want to keep them 
in a cool, not cold, place. To 
maintain high quality for several 
days, keep vine-ripened tomat;>es 
at 50 to 55 degrees in a place 
such as a cool basement. Do not 
store tomatoes in the refngera 
tor for a period of time, as they 
lose their 
characteristic 
flavor 
and develop a flat taste. Toma­ 
toes should be refrigerated just 
before using. 


lf tomatoes have not been al­ 
lowed to color on the plant to the 
firm-ripe stage, 
keep them 
at 
room tem perature until full color 
develops and then store them at 
a lower temperature. Do not place 
tomatoes in direct sunlight. 


PRESENT POTATO prospects 
promise ample supplies and rea­ 
sonable retail prices for months 
to come. The late summer crop 
which is now being harvested is 
about the same as last year, but 
the national fall crop is expect-j 
ed to he about a fifth larger than 
average 
This means lower prices to both 
the farm er and the consumer 
The Idaho potato crop is 50 per 
cent above last year's l a r g e 
crop. You will probably find your 
grocer featuring Idaho potatoes 
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I CAR COATS - - - - 70' 
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this winter at very’ low prices 
About half of the Ohio crop of 
200 
million 
pounds 
goes 
into 
chips The other half is sold as 
table stock with a large percent­ 
age of this half being produced 
and sold in this immediate area 


This means more economical 
potatoes for area consumers be­ 
cause of the nearness to market 
which results in less transporta­ 
tion cost. 


PEPPERS ARE available a 11 
year, but they are most plentiful 
and economical now. Peppers are 
high in Vitamin A and C and 
unusually high rn Vitamin C. If 
you have green pappers in your 
garden or if you find a quantity 
of peppers with low price tags, 
you may want to freeze them 
They are one of the easiest vege­ 
tables to freeze because t h e y , 
don’t have to be heated in boiling 
water or steamed before packing 
for the freezer. 


For freezing, select firm, crisp 
thick-walled peppers. Wash and 
cut off stems, cut in half and re-; 
move seeds. If desired, cut into 
half-inch strips or rings. Pack 
the halves or slices of pepper 
into freezer containers, leave no 
head space in the container and 
freeze immediately. 


IF YOE PLAN to use the pep­ 
pers in cooked dishes, heat the 
halves in boiling water three min­ 
utes. slices two minutes. C o o l 
promptly in cool water and drain 
Pack in freezer containers leav­ 
ing half-inch headspace for ex­ 
pansion during freezing. 
S e a l 
container and freeze at once. The! 
directions also apply to freezing 
I hot garden peppers.
